Judge Finds Pickets 
Guilty of Contempt 


Long Branch, N. J.—-Vice Chancel- 
lor Maja Leon Berry adjudged five 
workers guilty of contempt of court 
The vice chancellor claimed the men 
had picketed the Sigmund Eisner 
Uniform plant at Red Bank in viola- 
tion’ of an injunction issued August 
23. Ninety-two other men charged 
with violating the same 
were ordered to appear before the 
vice chancellor on September 28. 

If the vice chancellor were a fed- 
eral judge he would be subject to 
impeachment for violation of the 
Norris-La@uardia anti-injunction law 
which prohibits federal courts from 
issuing injunctions in labor disputes 
as against the public policy of the 
United States. 

The fact that the State judges of 
the Berry type persist in issuing 
these injunctions in violation of the 
pronounced policy of the Federal 
Government makes it all the more 
important for the Organized Labor 
movement to see to it that State 
laws are enacted in conformity with 
the spirit of the federal statute.
